e Lost employment or income due to COVID-19 that can be documented
e Been diagnosed and/or quarantined with COVID-19 and are unable to work

e Housing assistance will be made only to a third-party (landlord, mortgage servicer, or utility provider)

e Applicants currently receiving a housing subsidy that bases rent on income (i.e. KCDC/public housing and Section
8 voucher), are ineligible for rent/mortgage payment assistance, but may qualify for utility arrearages if their
utility bill is in their name and not included in their rent.

e Housing Assistance may not duplicate any assistance provided by any other program
